An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled ,  and 

by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Francis  0.  Watts,  Stephen  G.  Deblois,  Charles  T.  Russell,  their  asso¬ 
ciates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  “Boston 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,”  in  the  city  of  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  im¬ 
proving  the  spiritual  and  mental  condition  of  young  men,  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  forty- 
fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  '** 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  hold  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars.

A  voluntary  was  played  upon  the  organ,  this  being  the  first  public  use  of  the 
instrument. 

A  portion  of  Scripture  was  read  by  Rev.  T.  C.  Jameson. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  George  W.  Blagden,  D.D. 

The  hymn  commencing, — 

“  All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus’  name ! 
was  then  sung  by  the  choir. 

Extracts  from  the  last  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  were  read  by 
Charles  Demond,  Esq. 

After  a  short  anthem  by  the  choir,  an  address  was  delivered  by  William 
H.  Allen,  LL.D.,  President  of  Girard  College,  Philadelphia,  upon  the  subject 
of  the  “  Indirect  Influences  of  the  Association,”  and  was  listened  to  with  marked 
attention. 

The  exercises  closed  with  a  Doxology,  sung  by  the  whole  congregation  ;  and 
a  Benediction,  by  Rev.  G.  M.  Randall. 

Quite  a  large  audience  was  in  attendance,  and  the  exercises  were  highly 
interesting.

BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  Any  young  man,  who  is  a  member  in  regular  standing  of  an  Evangelical 
Church,  may  become  an  active  member  of  this  Association,  by  the  payment  of  one 
dollar,  annually.  Active  members  only  shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  and  be  eligible  to 

office. 

Sec.  2.  Any  young  man,  of  good  moral  character,  may  become  an  associate  member 

of  this  Association,  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar  annually. 

Sec.  3.  Life  members  may  be  constituted  by  the  payment  of  twenty  dollais  at  any 
one  time,  subject  to  the  qualifications  and  restrictions  of  Sections  first  and  second  of  this 

Article. 

ARTICLE  II. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  four  Vice 
Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Auditoi,  and 
twelve  Directors,  —  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually ,  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE  III. 

STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  two  members  from  each  Evangelical  Church  in 
the  city,  shall  be  appointed  annually. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice 
Presidents,  to  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Association,  Board  of  Managers,  and  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee,  —  and  preserve  in  strict  exercise  the  rules  established  by  parliamentary 

usage. 

Sec.  2.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  the  organ  of  the  Association  in  its  con¬ 
ference  with  other  societies  and  the  public.  He  shall  retain  copies  of  all  letters  written 
by  him,  recording  the  same  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  notify  the  members  of  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  attend  the  same,  to  notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  to 
keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  the  transactions  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  all  moneys  due  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  keep  a  correct  account  of  the 
same,  and  report  to  the  Board  whenever  required  by  them  to  do  so,  and  to  the  Association 
at  least  once  a  year. 
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Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  audit  the  Treasurer’s  account  for  the 
current  year. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  keep  in  order  all  books  and  documents 
belonging  to  the  Association,  and  a  correct  Catalogue  of  the  same,  and  an  accurate 
account  of  all  books  delivered  to  the  members. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  the  general  charge  and  superintendence  of 
the  affairs,  interests,  and  property  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  annually  appoint  from  its  own  number  four  Com¬ 
mittees,  severally  consisting  of  five  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Vice  President  of  the 
Association. 

The  Committees  shall  be  as  follows :  * 

1.  A  Committee  on  Library  and  Rooms,  who  shall  procure  proper  rooms  for  the  use  of 
the  Association,  and  make  provision  for  furnishing,  lighting,  warming,  and  keeping  the 
same  in  order ;  they  shall  use  all  suitable  means  for  the  increase  and  preservation  of  the 
Library ;  provide  papers  and  periodicals  for  the  reading  rooms  ;  and  shall  approve  all 
Publications  previous  to  their  admission  into  the  Library  and  Reading  Rooms  of  the 
Association. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Lectures,  who  shall  provide  for  the  delivery  of  an  Annual  Course 
of  Public  Lectures,  upon  subjects  adapted  to  the  Spiritual  and  Mental  Improvement  of 
Young  Men.  They  may  procure  Teachers  and  Lecturers  for  any  private  classes  that  may 
be  formed  by  the  members ;  they  shall  make  arrangements  for  the  annual  celebration  of 
the  anniversary,  and  for  all  other  public  meetings  of  the  Association. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Publication,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  superintend  the  print¬ 
ing  and  publication  of  all  Books,  Documents,  Reports  and  Circulars,  issued  by  the 
Association. 

They  shall  cause  a  statement  of  the  objects  and  practical  working  of  the  Association, 
with  a  list  of  its  Officers,  and  the  locality  of  its  Rooms,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Pastor  of 
each  Evangelical  Church  in  New  England ;  and  they  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  Printed  Circulars,  containing  similar  statements,  for  posting  in  the  porch  of 
each  Evangelical  Church  in  this  city. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  who  shall  devise  means  for  obtaining  the  necessary  funds 
for  the  Association,  and  who  shall  approve  all  accounts  against  the  Association,  previous 
to  their  payment  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  9.  Each  of  the  Committees  shall  report  at  the  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  10.  The  President  of  the  Association  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  each  of  the 
regular  Committees  appointed  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  11.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  report  of  its  action  and  of  the  state  of  the 
Association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  seek  out  young  men  tak¬ 
ing  up  their  residence  in  Boston,  and  endeavor  to  bring  them  under  moral  and  religious 
influences,  by  aiding  them  in  the  selection  of  suitable  boarding  places  and  employment, 
by  introducing  them  to  the  members  and  privileges  of  this  Association,  securing  their  at¬ 
tendance  at  some  place  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  and,  by  every  means  in  their  power, 
surrounding  them  with  Christian  associates.  The  members  of  the  Committee  shall  exert 
themselves  to  interest  the  churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong  in  the  objects  and 
welfare  of  the  Association.  They  shall  labor  to  induce  all  suitable  young  men  of  their 
acquaintance  to  connect  themselves  with  the  Association,  and  use  all  practicable  means 
for  increasing  its  members,  activity  and  usefulness. 

They  shall  receive  all  applications  for  membership  and  evidences  of  qualification,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary  for  preservation  ;  the  admission  of  applicants 
being  subject  to  the  revision  of  the  Committee  at  any  Quarterly  Meeting. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  from  each  Church  represented  in  the  Association,  shall 
report  to  the  Standing  Committee  at  each  Quarterly  Meeting. 
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Sec.  13.  Tlie  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  choice  of  officers  and  transac¬ 
tion  of  other  business,  shall  be  holden  on  the  Wednesday  evening  preceding  the  last  Wednes¬ 
day  in  May.  Special  meetings  shall  he  called  at  the  written  request  of  any  ten  members, 
or  at  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

'  Sec.  2.  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  he  held  on  the  third 
Thursdays  of  February,  May,  August,  and  November.  Special  meetings  may  he  called 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  [Managers. 

Sec.  3.  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  within  one  week 
previous  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Special  meetings  shall  be  called  at  the  request  of  any  five  Managers,  or  whenever  the 
President  shall  direct. 

Sec.  4.  All  meetings  mentioned  above  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

QUORUM. 

Twenty  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association;  eleven  members,  a 
quorum  of  the  Standing  Committee;  and  five  members,  a  quorum  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.  \ 


ARTICLE  VII. 

VACANCIES. 

Vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause  in  the  Standing  Committee  may  be  filled  by  vote 
of  that  Committee ;  vacancies  in  any  other  office  may  be  filled  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ALTERATIONS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  at  any  Meeting  of  the  Association  ;  provided  such  alteration  or  amendment  be 
proposed  at  a  regular  meeting  at  least  one  month  prior,  and  the  members  shall  have  been 
notified  by  the  Secretary  that  it  is  to  be  acted  upon.

The  advent  of  our  Third  Anniversary  demands  gratitude  and  thanksgiving 
from  us  all  to  the  blessed  Spirit  under  whose  influence  those  few  young  men 
assembled,  less  than  three  years  since,  to  engage  in  the  deliberations  which 
gave  birth  to  our  Association.  The  same  Holy  Spirit  has  been  with  us  the  past 
year,  encouraging  our  hearts,  pervading  our  meetings  for  deliberation  and 
devotion,  and  leading  the  young  within  the  sphere  of  our  influence. 

The  number  of  our  efficient  members  has  increased  ;  our  Library  has  been 
enlarged  :  our  Looms  have  been  made  more  beautiful  and  attractive  ;  our 
modes  of  operation  multiplied  and  rendered  more  efficient ;  and  harmony  of 
feeling  and  mutual  love  have  prevailed  among  our  members. 

We  have  welcomed  the  young  man  just  from  his  country  home,  with  all  its 
sacred  endearments  and  gentle  restraints,  and  given  him  Christian  influences 
and  warm  loving  hearts  to  go  with  him  in  the  dangerous  walks  of  city  life.

From  our  Library,  our  Looms,  our  Meetings  for  social  intercourse,  for 
intellectual  improvement,  and  for  devotion,  from  our  Lectures,  public  and 
familiar,  has  gone  forth  an  influence  constantly  widening  and  extending,  whose 
results,  we  trust,  shall  be  to  make  glad  many  a  parent’s  heart,  and  cause  the 
friends  of  Christ  to  sing  for  joy. 

The  blessed  work  has  not  been  confined  to  our  own  city.  In  many  of  the 
cities  and  towns  of  our  beloved  America,  similar  Associations  have  been  formed, 
and  are  in  correspondence  with  us.  Well,  then,  may  we  give  praise  to  God  as 
we  spread  before  you  the  detailed  record  of  our  labors. 

LIBRARY. 

During  the  past  year  four  hundred  and  six  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
Library,  of  which  one  hundred  and  fifty  were  by  donation.  There  are  now 


two  thousand  and  six  volumes  in  it,  which  have  been  very  extensively  used  by 
our  members,  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  whole  number  having  been  in  constant 
circulation.  With  regret,  and  yet  with  gladness,  we  announce  that  our  Library 
is  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  calls  that  are  made  upon  it.  We  rejoice  that 
there  is  so  large  a  demand  by  our  young  men  for  healthful  and  religious  read¬ 
ing,  and  we  regret  that  the  Christians  of  Boston  have  not  responded  to  the  call 
of  these  longing  ones  for  such  books  as  will  make  them  wise  for  time  and  eternity. 
No  book  of  questionable  morality,  of  unsound  principles,  or  that  will  exert  an 
injurious  influence  is  admitted  to  our  shelves.  We  endeavor  to  furnish  pure, 
healthful  and  religious  reading  for  all  who  desire  it.  There  is  a  demand  for  the 
best  books,  a  demand  far  beyond  our  present  ability  to  supply.  We  trust  that 
the  wise  and  good,  whose  charities  have  ever  met  all  the  apparent  demands  of 
the  Saviour,  will  now  respond  to  this  call  with  characteristic  liberality.

ROOMS. 

Our  Rooms  prove  to  be  admirably  adapted  to  our  wants,  and  attractive  to 
our  members.  The  attendance  at  them  has  largely  increased  during  the  past 
year.  Their  central  position,  comfort,  elegance,  and  manifold  advantages,  have 
rendered  them  a  constant  place  of  resort  to  many  young  men,  who  there  spend 
their  leisure  hours  pleasantly  and  profitably. 

Thirty-six  magazines  and  seventy-five  newspapers  are  constantly  upon 
our  tables  and  files  ready  for  use. 

It  is  a  gratifying  fact  that  the  clergy  are  often  to  be  seen  in  our  Rooms,  and 
taking  part  in  the  exercises.  While  this  aids  and  encourages  us,  it  also  secures 
to  them  the  increased  confidence  and  affection  of  the  young  men.  The  Baptist 
clergymen,  of  Boston  and  vicinity,  hold  their  weekly  conference  meeting  each 
Monday,  from  11  to  12,  a.m.,  in  our  rooms,  and  the  Episcopal  clergymen  meet 
at  the  same  place  from  12  to  2,  p.m.,  of  the  same  day.  The  Baptist  Sabbath 
School  Society,  and  Education  Society,  also  hold  their  quarterly  meetings  in 
our  Rooms.  We  are  glad  to  have  religious  influences  and  associations  cluster 
about  our  premises.

This  meeting  has  been  established  during  the  year,  and  is  intended  to  pro¬ 
mote  mutual  acquaintance  and  friendship  among  our  members;  also  to  give 
an  opportunity  for  mental  and  moral  improvement.  The  exercises  are  reading 
of  an  Essay,  discussion  upon  it,  and  then  free  and  social  conversation  among 
those  present.  Very  interesting  essays  have  been  read,  as  follows:

DEBATING  CLASS. 

A  large  number  of  our  members  have  formed  a  class  for  debate,  and  have 
met  once  in  two  weeks  at  the  rooms.  The  meetings  have  been  large  and  the 
debates  interesting,  displaying  much  ability  and  research.  A  kind  feeling  has 
been  manifested  in  all  the  exercises,  and  this  branch  of  our  operations  seems 
to  be  full  of  promise  and  usefulness. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EMPLOYMENT. 

Though  the  object  of  our  Association  is  not  to  furnish  employment  to  young 
men  from  the  country,  but  to  guard  them  from  evil  when  they  have  secured  a 
situation  in  the  city,  yet  we  gladly  do  what  we  can  in  aiding  them  to  find 
business.  Twelve  of  the  Standing  Committee,  selected  from  the  various  por¬ 
tions  of  the  city,  and  representing  as  many  different  branches  of  business  as 
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possible,  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  have  special  charge  of  this  matter. 
They  have  devoted  much  time  to  their  duties,  and  have  obtained  employment 
for  some,  and  have  aided  many  by  business  introductions,  and  by  advice  and 
suggestions  in  reference  to  such  courses  and  habits  as  usually  lead  to  ultimate 
and  honorable  success  in  business.  We  commend  the  operations  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee  to  our  business  men,  as  a  means  of  benefiting  them,  while  it  will  aid  in 
securing  for  Boston  many  an  enterprising,  vigorous,  right-principled,  country 
boy,  whose  future  life,  as  illustrious  examples  in  the  past  show,  may  prove  an 
honor  and  blessing  to  his  adopted  city  and  the  world.

COMMITTEE  ON  BOARDING  HOUSES. 

Twelve  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  were  appointed  to  provide 
boarding-houses,  where  Christian  influences  should  prevail,  for  all  who  should 
apply.  They  have  prepared,  and  corrected  from  time  to  time,  lists  of  all 
suitable  boarding-houses,  and  have  furnished  Christian  homes  to  many  young 
strangers  during  the  year.  It  is  evident  that  the  friends  and  home  a  young 
man  first  finds  in  the  city,  must  exert  a  mighty  influence  upon  his  future  pros¬ 
pects  and  life.  Hence  the  great  importance  of  this  department  of  labor. 
Grateful  communications  have  been  received  from  persons  aided  in  this  way, 
from  which  we  have  room  for  only  a  few  brief  extracts.  One  says,  “  When  I 
first  came  to  the  city  I  was  not  acquainted  with  any  person  to  whom  I  might 
look  for  counsel  and  advice.  I  was  induced  to  visit  the  rooms  of  the  Boston 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  where  I  found  those  that  were  ready  to 
give  that  advice  so  much  needed.  God  bless  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Association.” 

One  who  came  three  hundred  miles  from  his  home  with  a  letter  from  his 
pastor  to  us,  was  provided  with  a  home  and  otherwise  aided.  He  says :  “  It  is 
with  pleasure  I  give  my  testimony  in  favor  of  your  Association,  as  I  have 
proved  it  to  be  highly  beneficial.  Being  aware  of  the  dangers  that  beset 
young  men  when  in  a  strange  place,  I  called  on  you  and  feel  under  great 
obligations  for  your  kindness.” 

Another  had  been  in  the  city  for  a  year,  and  had  met  with  no  one  to  intro¬ 
duce  him  to  the  Sabbath  School,  or  to  Christian  friends.  One  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  noticed  him  one  Sabbath  standing  alone  at  the  entrance  of  a  church,  and 
invited  him  to  the  rooms,  provided  him  with  a  boarding  place  where  religious 
influences  prevailed,  and  took  him  to  the  Sabbath  School.  At  length  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  met  him,  and  he  made  a  public  profession  of  religion.  He  is  now 
a  consistent  member  of  the  church,  and  says,  “  Under  God,  I  feel  indebted  for 
my  conversion  to  the  interest  manifested  in  me  by  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Association.” 

COMMITTEE  OF  ATTENDANCE  ON  THE  SICK. 

One  hundred  and  forty-nine  members  have  united  themselves  together,  to 
take  care  of,  visit  and  watch  with  the  sick  of  our  Association  who  may  need 
their  sympathy  and  benevolence.  They  have  attended  to  calls  made  upon 
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them  the  past  year,  and  have  received  the  thanks  and  blessings  of  the  sick,  and 
in  some  cases  the  benediction  of  the  mourning  friends  of  the  departed,  for  their 
self-denying  labors,  and  we  doubt  not,  the  smiles  of  Him,  who  when  on  earth, 
so  often  visited  the  sick  with  healing  mercies,  and  wept  with  those  who  wept. 

BIBLE  CLASS. 

Our  young  men  have  formed  themselves  into  a  class  for  the  study  of  the 
Bible,  with  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  members,  and  have  weekly  meetings 
at  the  rooms.  On  the  first  organization  of  the  class,  there  was  a  crowded 
attendance,  which  has  gradually  fallen  off,  till  twenty  or  thirty  make  an  average. 
The  class  took  up  the  scriptures  in  their  chronological  order,  and  the  meetings 
were  made  as  familiar  as  possible,  and  are  simply  free  conversations,  suggested 
by  inquiries  spontaneously  offered,  or  prepared  by  the  chairman.  The  exer¬ 
cises  have  been  of  a  very  serious,  and  apparently  of  an  interesting  character. 
Most  of  the  members  are  pious  young  men,  and  to  them  they  have  been  very 
pleasant  and  profitable. 

Could  a  sufficient  number  be  gathered  weekly  to  give  a  more  active  stimulus 
to  investigation,  and  a  more  animated  character  to  the  exercises,  it  might 
perhaps  attract  a  class  of  persons  who  are  unwilling  to  be  identified  with  the 
Sunday  school  of  any  church,  and  are  thus  without  the  advantages  of  systematic 
biblical  instruction. 


PRAYER  MEETING. 

The  prayer  meeting  on  Monday  nights  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year. 
The  meetings  have  been  spirited  and  earnest,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  has  evidently 
been  present.  It  has  been  delightful  for  brethren  of  the  various  denominations 
there  to  meet  together  and  unite  in  pjeayer  to  the  one  Head  of  the  Church 
with  fraternal  love.  And  not  to  the  Christian  alone  have  these  meetings 
been  blessed.  Enquiring  souls  have  there  been  made  glad  by  following  on 
with  us  to  know  the  Lord.  We  trust  that  in  the  great  day  many  will  rise  up 
and  bear  testimony  to  the  efficacy  of  this  Monday  evening  prayer  meeting. 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  some  to  know  where  the  members  of  our 
Association  were  born.  We  have  a  book  in  which  all  our  members  are  request¬ 
ed  to  enter  their  names  and  birth  places.  Only  976  have  done  so.  Of  these 
only  245,  one  quarter  of  the  whole  number,  are  natives  of  Boston.  This  fact 
shows  conclusively  that  a  Society  to  care  for  young  men  from  the  country  is 
needed,  and  also  that  they  who  will  care  for  them  are  those  who  have  them¬ 
selves  felt  what  it  was  to  be  strangers  in  a  great  city. 

Our  relations  to  other  kindred  Associations,  in  this  country  and  in  Europe, 
have  been  most  fraternal.  We  have  had  pleasant,  interesting,  and  profitable 
correspondence  with  many  of  them.  There  are  now  about  240  Associations 
similar  to  our  own  in  existence,  and  all  but  three  have  the  same  evangelical 
basis. 

At  our  last  Annual  Meeting  we  reported  1600  Members,  of  whom  130  were 
Life  Members.  Between  700  and  800  new  Members  have  united  with  us  during 
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the  year,  of  whom  35  are  Life  Members.  This  number  can  be  largely  increased 
by  proper  exertions.

The  Board  of  Managers  have  thus  recorded  the  history  of  the  Association 
for  another  year.  Much  has  been  done,  much  remains  to  be  done,  to  render 
the  Society  as  efficient  as  it  should  be.  They  trust  that  governed  by  wise 
counsels  and  guided  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  it  will  continue  to  prosper  till  the 
latest  generation.  * 

Our  Association  should  receive  the  sympathy  and  aid  of  every  business  man 
and  of  every  true  patriot,  as  well  as  every  Christian.  We  are  striving  to  cul¬ 
tivate  in  young  men  those  principles  of  uprightness,  honor,  and  love  to  men, 
which  will  produce  diligence,  honesty  and  faithfulness  in  business,  and  intelli¬ 
gent  and  comprehensive  patriotism  in  public  affairs.  Let  them  invest  their 
money  with  us  and  we  will  make  them  large  returns  in  ingenuous,  cultivated, 
right  principled  young  men,  fitted  for  stations  of  high  trust  and  usefulness. 

While  performing  their  duties  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Managers  have 
been  more  and  more  deeply  convinced  of  the  importance  of  the  object  sought 
by  this  Association.  It  should  receive  the  earnest,  prayerful  support  of  the 
church  of  Christ.  Our  object  is  religious,  the  salvation  of  souls.  We  receive 
the  young  man  just  entering  our  city,  and  give  him  our  care  and  friendship, 
provide  him  with  a  home  where  love  to  God  is  found,  and  follow  him  with  our 
advice  and  prayers,  for  the  reason  that  we  would  keep  him  from  sin  and  lead 
him  to  Jesus.  In  doing  this  we  enlarge  and  strengthen  his  mind,  refine  his 
taste,  polish  his  manners,  and  render  him  better  fitted  to  achieve  success  in 
business,  and  to  become  an  intelligent  citizen  of  a  free  community.  But  our 
desire  above  all  is,  that  he  should  be  strong  in  the  Lord,  an  active  citizen  of 
that  higher,  better,  and  freer  country,  where  only  “  one  is  master,  even  Christ.” 
To  this  end  we  strive  that  a  savor  of  Christ  shall  pervade  all  our  labors.  All 
our  meetings  for  business,  for  improvement  and  social  intercourse,  are  opened 
and  closed  with  prayer.  We  seek  ever  to  keep  before  the  minds  of  the  young 
that  while  preparing  for  the  conflicts  of  this  life,  our  great  business  is  to  be  in 
readiness  for  the  purer  duties  of  the  life  beyond  the  grave.  To  aid  us  in  this 
we  feel  that  we  can  call,  with  assurance  of  success,  upon  all  who  love  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  The  church  does  not  seem  to  understand  and  appre¬ 
ciate  how  vast  an  influence  in  favor  of  pure  and  undefiled  religion  may  be 
exerted  through  our  organization.  Let  all  the  young  men  who  shall  enter  our 
city  be  surrounded  with  influences  that  shall  gently  lead  them  into  wisdom’s

ways,  and  a  generation  will  speedily  come  into  action  whom  suffering  and  sinful 
humanity  in  all  parts  of  the  earth  shall  rise  up  and  call  blessed.

PERMANENT  FUNDS. 

The  Association  is  much  in  need  of  a  permanent  foundation,  for  the 
following  purposes  ;  1st, — 

A  BUILDING  FUND* 

of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars ,  the  interest  of  which  will  just  meet  the  expense 
of  room  rent,  until  it  shall  be  thought  best  to  build.  It  is  probable,  however, 
that  the  present  central  and  commodious  rooms  will  be  retained  for  many  years 
to  come ;  2d, — 

A  LIBRARY  FUND, 

of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars ,  the  interest  to  be  appropriated  annually  to  the 
increase  of  the  Library. 

Such  an  endowment  would  relieve  the  Association  from  much  solicitude, 
and  perhaps  some  difficulty,  in  securing  the  means  to  meet  its  annual  expenses, 
and  would  insure  a  gradual  increase  of  the  Library,  which  is  a  most  important 
department  of  the  institution.  The  income  from  fees  of  membership  and  annual 
donations  would  then  afford  ample  means  for  miscellaneous  expenses,  and 
thereby  render  the  Society’s  operations  more  efficient  and  useful.
